Rhe  seera3  to  be  dis¬ 
inclined  to  give  tip  the  notion  that  there  were  two  silver  dollars 
of  18*4,  and  four  of  lS^O,  but  says  she  will  turn  the  matter  over 
in  her  wind,  sr.d  let  rae  hear  front  her  again*  '’he  says  that  there  was 
another  coin  in  the  collection  which  she  has  since  recollected; 
an  nerioen  cent  of  1783,  with  the  bust  of  reorge  Washington  on  it. 
"he  hao  been  tolc.  that  there  was  no  such  oo iny an d  she  has  never 
received  any  information  of  any  one  who  has  seen  it  but  she  is 
very  emphatic  in  her  assertion  that  she  had- suoh  a  coin.

I 
shall  want  '.non  to  attend  Court,  at  Media, some  time  during  the  week 
cotawencinr  April  8thyas  &  witness,  but  I  will  give  you  later  in- 
femr.tion  as  to  this,  and  will  have  you  regularly  subpoened*  She 
agrees  to  our  bargain  that  you  are  to  be  paid  $30  00  par  day  for 
attending  Court.  T  have  no  doubt  I  shall  be  able  to  manage  the 
matter  so  that  you  shall  net  be  under  the  necessity  of  attending 
Court  more  than  on*4  day.
